5., Walking ton, i C,

Dear Sin! By giving to the banks par Instead of
90 on the bonds deposited will gtvo an addition to
the volume of currency of twenty millions of dol-

lars, and by rcmorini the tax of 1 per cent oh na-

tional bank notes will encourago tho banVs to
their Issues, I think, to the extent of twenty

millions more during tho coming six months.
I cap ace no reason why these amendments tothe

law should not bo granted promptly, Some relief
to the money market must bo nad Boon, or tho cry
for on unlimited or enlarged coinage or silver will
bo successfully raised. Silver notes are satisfac-
tory currency, despite all the arguments against
the daddy dollar.

Except for a snort period prior to and during a
panic, there Is always money enough, for deprecia-
tion and liquidation will quietly bring about an ad-
justment of prices to the volume of money uatablo
In making prices.

1 have the Impression that you are oppoied to
the Isaao of more national bank notes, andframing 1 am not trespassing on you la appris-

ing you that every national bank Is desirous to get
thut extra 10 per cent on their deDoslts of bonds,
and certainly tho business community, even the
farming popnlatlon of our country, will bo grati-
fied In a better and moro adequate isauo of cur-
rency, for it It tbclprevalllng opinion that more
money Is necessary to stop depreciation.

l therefore ask you to take the initiative, not so
much as a favor to the banks, tint as an advantage
to the puullo at large, In securing to the banks the
two advantages Indloated. ITeaao excuse my
pointed brevity.

I agree with you entirely as to the propriety of

of Increasing the currency to national banks in the
mode suggested, and you are mistaken in suppos-
ing that! nad been opposed to snch Issue.

I Introduced a bill tnreo or four years ago allow-
ing an issue of bank-note- s approaching within 10
per cent of tho market value of the bonds de-
posited. This was defeated la the Committee on
Flnsnce.and a proposition to rIvo them circulation
to the face of the bonds was reported and passoJ the
Senate, but wss never acted upon In tho House.

I would moit heartily vote for a bin authorising
the Issue of bank notes equal to the par valne of
the bonds deposited.

Sharn Saffo, of 55 Washington streot, the
Arab who played tho part of the '' Good
Samaritan " in obtaining tho relcaso of tho
forty-tw- o Syrians who wero recently

by the Collector, was charged of a
gravo oflenso at Castle Qardon this morning.

Jonah Chaburn, one of the datainod
Syrians, told Supt. Jackson that oa tho Sat-
urday evening on which Collector Magone
communicated tho intelligence of tho men's
relcaso Baffo came to Castio Garden, and told
tho detained pooplo the nens.

Uoforo tolling thorn thoy wore freo, how-ove- r,

ho suid that their liberty depended on
one stipulation that they must each con-
tribute a certain sum to him to mako their
relcaso effectual.

Tho Syrians began to gruniblo, and nt first
refused to pay any monoy.

Growing desperate, SalTo declared that un-
less tho money was forthcoming tho wholo
party would havo to ho returned.

Tlio price nt which thoy purchased their
lihorty was two Napoleons from each. A
Napoleons is worth about tf 5. Sallo collected
more $200, nnd forced notes from those who
had not tho money that they would pay It as
soon as thoy sold their goods.

This money, tho would-b- o flond of the
Syrians declared, had to bo paid to tho " re-
leasing Governor," who, ho said, controlled
immigration affairs.

Tho youns man who mndo tho complaint
this morning learned of tho trick by inquir-
ing at Castle Garden yesterday if the govern-
ment took money in this way.

The swindler defied tho Syrians to tako
anyteps against him. He will bo arrested.

A BLEEPING CHINAMAN SHOT THREE TIMES

DI A COMPATRIOT.

Afterwards the Assailant Rurrenders nnd
Hays lie Was Altnckrd with n Hatchet
Tho Wounded Mun Was n Creditor nnd
Claimed Ah Ham's Laundry for Debt A
Klory from tho Cosmopolitan Ilosvery.

Tho Hop Sing Chinese Laundry, at 8S7

Ilowory, tns tho sceno of a crlmo this morn-
ing. Lung Goy, aged forty yenrs, wan Bliot
twico in tho head and onco in tho shoulder by
Ah Sam. tho proprietor of tho place. Lung
is In Bcllovuo Hospital and Ah Sam is under
arrest.

It was 2.S0 by tho clock in tho Fifth Btrcet
polico station when Ah Sam shufllod in, laid
his pistol on tho desk and explained in fair
pigeon English that ho had just shot a tnira
who had undertaken to brain him with n
hatchet.

Tho Hop Sing laundry is divided, llko othor
places of its class, into three rooms, sepoautcd
by light wooden partitions. Thoro is bouio
attempt at decoration in tho front room.

Showy crotonno drapes tho ironing table,
and red curtains shut out tho gaze of barba-

rians in tho street.
At one end of tho tablo a pail stauds on an

upturned starch.boi. Tho walls aro onllvbncd
by cheap religious ptitvM red, green and
yellow saints n pasteboard frames. Thoro
isa gaudy calondnr nnd a text, in old English
character, confronts the laiuidrymcu as thoy
iron.

Against tho first partition aro sholves with
laundried nrtlclos neatly wrapped nnd
labelled with tho familiar tea-che- letterB.

Tho middle room, llttod with bunks, is a
sleeping apartment, and back of it aro tho
stove and tube.

There has been n good deal of trouble
with this laundry of late. Last Sun-

day Policeman Kerns found tho door opon.
Ho went Inside, and ascertaining that the

rooms uoro unoccupied soctireil the door and
handed tho key to Copt. McOullauh.

No ono came to tho laundry until Tuesday,
when Lung Goy met Kerns in tho street
and demanded tho key. Tho policeman
replied that ho had no authority
to surrendor it without an order from tho
landlord. Lung said that Ah Sam owed him
$100 and ho hail taken tho laundry business
in payment.

Later in tho day a big, burly Celestial,
known as Henry, went to the policeman with
a written order for tho key from l'eler A.
Lalor. of Sixty-fir- st Btreet and Third avenue,
the landlord.

Since then tho polico have noticed soveral
Xathcrings of Chinamen in tho laundry,

wero heard and niHuacing
gestures seen when the red curtains wero in-
cautiously drawn.

It is supposed that Ah Sam and Lung Goy.
uuablo to rottle their dlrTorenco. had referred
it to a sott of nrbitrationicommitteo, and that
tho coiumitteo foil to wrangling between
themselves.

The police found Lung Goy On a trunk In
the middle room, surrounded by his friends.
He was bleeding from his threo wounds, but
perfectly conscious.

Ho denied that ho hsd lifted his llttlo
hatchet against Ah Sam, but said, on tho con-
trary, that Ah Bam shot him while he was in
bed.

"Lung Goy is forty years old nnd Ah
Sam nearly sixty, ho says. He has been in
this country long enough to bo familiar with
its customs.

With tho most stolid indifference ho held
out his wrist for the " nippers," and went
with Policeman James Timoney to the bed-
side of his wounded compatriot.

Lung Goy, in pain and terror, rolled com-
pletely out of his bunk when the policemen
entered. He howled and yelped like a dog
in agony.. Finally Timoney quieted him,
and holding a lamp close to Ah Sam's im-
mobile face asked :

" Is this tho man who shot yon ?"" Yes," moaned Lung Goy, " ho shooteo
mo while I sleep."

Tho bunk above Lung Goy's was occupied
by a voung Chinaman nnmed Lum Gat. He
said that he saw Ah Sam lean oyer Lung and
fire threo times.

At Essox Market the brisoner was com-
mitted without bail and Lung Gat was sent
to tho House of Dotention.

Lung Goy is dangerously wounded. No
hatchet was found on tho premises.

BACK TO SINti SINQ.

A Forger Who Itroke Jail and Reformed,
bnt Was Hetrnyed by Prison Companions.
Detective Sergeant Thomas Adams arrested

at his homo in Williamsburg last night Ju-

lius Feurod, who in 1883 was convicted of
forgery, and who in 1884 escaped from Sing
Sing. After his cscapo ho went to Caiiada,
and thero marriod ft repntahlo young woman.
A year later ho returned to this neighbor-
hood, changed his name and appearance, and
obtained employment as a drug clork.

Some of his former companions in prison
recognized him and informed tho polico.
Fenred has led an exemplary life since his
escape.

This morning he was given into tho chnrge
of Detective Jackson, of Sing Sing, who re-
turned with him to tho prison.
